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Russia Proposes 
New Suez Treaty 


Urges Draft of

Proposal Follows 
Egypt's Rejection 
Of Western Plan 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. <U.P>— 
Russia proposed today that the 
United Nations set up an eight 
nation negotiating committee to 
draft a new treaty guaranteeing 
freedom of passage through the 
Suez Canal. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov suggested informally that 
the committee should 
comprise 
Egypt, Britain, India, France, Rus­ 
sia, the United States, Yugoslavia 
and Iran or Indonesia and Sweden. 
Shepilov’s suggestion came after 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Fawzi rejected the proposal 
of Britain and France that the U. 
N. Security Council endorse the 
London conference proposal to in­ 
ternationalize the canal. Fawzi al­ 
so suggested a negotiating commit­ 
tee. 
Shepilov 
said 
the 
committee 
could be instructed to draft a treaty 
to replace the convention of 1888 
governing Suez Canal traffic and 
be instructed to prepare an inter­ 
national conference “to be attended 
by all countries using the Suez Ca­ 
nal" to consider and approve the 
new compact. 
“The most important vital prob­ 
lem facing hundreds of millions of 
people today in all continents," 
Shepilov said, “is the problem of 
peace. The positive settlement of 
the Suez problem in the U. N. 
would 
not 
only 
promote 
the 
strengthening of peace and secu­ 
rity in the Middle East, but would 
also answer the essential interests 
of all countries, including Britain 
and France." 
Shepilov, like Fawzi, rejected 
the plans to internationalize the 
Suez and pointedly remarked that 
the Panama Canal was controlled 
by one country—the United States. 
He denounced Britain, France 
and the United States for starting 
economic sanctions against Cairo by 
freezing Egyptian assets in their 
countries after the canal seizure. 
Shepilov accused “American oil 
monopolies" of planning to take 
over the administration of the ca­ 
nal under a “consortium." 
“In connection with the Suez 
problem, increased activity is in 
evidence on the part of certain 
monopolistic circles in the U. S. A. 
and, primarily, on the part of the 
major oil and shipping concerns. 
For example, the American press 
is widely commenting on the proj­ 
ect of setting up a consortium. The 
aim of this consortium is stated 
rather modestly—to finaifce tech­ 
nical improvements on the canal. 
“In reality, it is not technical 
problems that the sponsors of this 
project are concerned with. 
The 
U. S. monopolies are bent on tak 
ing over the Suez Canal, on estab­ 
lishing de facto control over its 
administration with the intention 
of reducing to nought the nation­ 
alization of the Suez Canal com­ 
pany in this roundabout way.”

The “fire season" has arrived 
in Illinois, along with the end of 
the summer rains and the coming 
of fall. 
“It could,” said farm forester 
Waldon Lewis, “be the worst fire 
season we’ve had since 1952, which 
was about the worst that I can 
recall.” 
Lewis, whose office is in Jersey­ 
ville and whose job is fire preven­ 
tion in Jersey, Greene and Calhoun 
counties, is worried a bout J he pros­ 
pects of heavy fire losses in Illi­ 
nois forests and fields this year. 
“The conditions are growing ex 
tremely hazardous now, particular­ 
ly in central Illinois, where it has­ 
n’t rained for. several weeks," he 
said. 
“A little more dry weather 
and killing frost and we are really 
going to have a bad situation,” he 
said.

So perfect was Larsen’s hurling 
that he Threw three balls to only 
one batter—Peewee Reese in tho 
first inning.

Evidently no state in the nation 
is more misunderstood politically 
than Iowa, and the misunderstand­ 
ing seems destined to persist thru 
the campaign year 1956. 
It stems from the old notion that 
Iowa is almost as rock-ribbed Re­ 
publican as Maine in presidential 
elections. 
From that point the argument 
proceeds that if a Republican can­ 
didate is sagging in Iowa, he must 
obviously be in considerable diffi­ 
culty in the entire country. 
But the facts of Iowa's recent 
election history do not support the 
contention that it is a top Repub­ 
lican state. 
Since 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
came on the scene in 1932 there 
have been 
six presidential elec­ 
tions. Iowa has cast its electoral 
vote right down the middle, three 
times for 
Democratic nominees 
and three times for the GOP. 
For contrast, look at Michigan; 
with heavily Democratic Detroit 
and other industrial areas. It has 
chosen Democratic Gov. G. Men- 
nen Williams four straight times 
and elected a Democratic senator 
in 1054. Yet since 1940 it has vot­ 
ed consistently Republican at the 
presidential level. 
Iowa hardly 
looks rock-ribbed 
Republican when thus set off. 
It has, of course, usually chosen 
Republican governors and persist­ 
ently named GOP congressmen. 
But in 1954 Governor Hoegh, Re­ 
publican, trailed for many hours 
and wound up winning by a rela­ 
tively modest 25,000. 
This isn’t the whole story by any 
means. Careful research into Io­ 
wa’s voting performance 
shows 
that in some of the better-off agri­ 
cultural areas farmers have con­ 
sistently tended to vote Democrat­ 
ic in presidential years by per­ 
centages greater than recorded In 
the state as a whole. 
The more prosperous Iowa farm­ 
ers appear 
to have had strong 
Democratic presidential leanings. 
With this sentiment at work, it 
does not require too great a shift 
elsewhere to turn the state into 
the Democratic column. 
In 1948 
some 53 Iowa counties went Dem­ 
ocratic (of 99), and Harry Truman 
took the state. 
There are signs, too, that many 
of the smaller Iowa towns depen­ 
dent on farmers for a satisfactory 
level of business, have steadily 
been increasing the size of their 
Democratic vote. 
Though Iowa is rated one of the 
two richest farm states in Amer­ 
ica, its heavy concentration on corn 
end hog production has linked its 
fortunes tightly with government 
policies on price supports and sim­ 
ilar matters. 
Thus it is highly sensitive to any 
price trend or other development 
which affects its farmers’ incomes. 
The record indicates 
that when 
trends are down, or there is a 
threat 
of trouble, 
the sensitive 
areas turn Democratic. 
Consequently, 
far from 
being 
nearly automatic Republican, Iowa 
has in fact become one of the more 
delicately balanced states in the 
nation, politically. 
It is likely to be one of the first 
to turn, rather than one of the last. 
If there is a Democratic land­ 
slide in the making in this or any 
other year, its signs will have to 
be detected somewhere other than 
in the shifting soil of Iowa cora* 
lands.

Foote’s hasty resignation as No. 2 
man in the Justice Department’s 
Antitrust Division, 
congressional 
investigators are still going over 
his stock-market transactions with 
a fine-tooth comb. He’s the offi­ 
cial 
who 
bought 
some $65,000 
worth of oil stock in the Warren 
Petroleum-Gulf, Oil merger 
just 
after he was called upon to pass 
on the merger. 
Foote ok’d the 
merger, 
then 
rushfd 
out 
and 
bought stock in his wife’s name. 
It turns out he also bought and 
sold stock in many companies that 
were under investigaton by the 
Antitrust Division. 
The trading 
was done in his wife's name, but 
Foote personally placed most of 
the orders. 
For example, he bought $7,293 
worth of Phillips Petroleum stock 
on July 26, 1955, and sold it for 
$8,221 on Feb. 21, 1956. 
During 
this same period Foote took an 
active 
interest 
in an antitrust 
case 
involving 
a Phillips-owned 
pipeline. 
Foote also bought $14,049 worth 
of General Motors stock, but has­ 
tily sold it the same day for $13,* 
469 while the Antitrust Division 
was supposed to be investigating 
GM’s handling of passenger cars. 
Foote invested heavily in Chrys­ 
ler and Ford, too, while their con­ 
tracts with dealers were being in­ 
vestigated by his antitrust agents. 
Foote purchased $7,355 worth of 
Chrysler stock on March SI, 1955, 
and sold it for $8,725 on July 20, 
1956. 
He bought $2,515 worth of 
Ford stock Jan. 26, 1956, sold it 
for $2,376 on March 13, 1956. 
Fooie also participated 
in re­ 
viewing an American Broadcast­ 
ing 
Company-Paramount request 


to produce motion pictures free of 
antitrust 
objections. 
He 
chose 
this time to dabble in ABC-Para­ 
mount stock. 
He 
bought $2,767 
worth on May 6, 1955. He sold his 
stock for $2,592 on Jan. 24, 1956 
and $2,555 on April 4, 1956. 
House 
investigators 
are 
also 
cheeking other possible 
conflicts 
of interest in Foote’s stock-market 
trading.
